Fred La Lone Pleads With

The second bids for the 
installation of the water 
system on Auburn Avenue 
have been received and op¬ 
ened. 

The Engineers Bid on the 
Asbestos-Cement Water Pipe 
was set at $50,048.00. The 
lowest bid for this item was 
from Baron and Eckhard at 
a cost of $72,202. On the Al¬ 
ternate bid of Cement Mor¬ 
tar lined and Ctd. water 
pipe the Engineers bid was 
set at $52,756.10 and the 
lowest bidder was $81,268.75. 

When the Council first ap¬ 
proved' the project the Engi¬ 
neers estimate of the water 
installation was $36,000, af¬ 
ter he became more ac¬ 
quainted he raised the bid 
to $50,000.00. 

With the water line not 
needed before the first of 
the year, the Council could 
wait until the slack season 
and call for bids again, but 
it was felt that the labor 
market would most prob¬ 
ably eat up any savings 
that might be realized. 

The Council authorized 
the Contract for Baron, and 
Eckhard and' instructed the 
Mayor and City Administra¬ 
tor to sign the contract. 

Street construction is sche¬ 
duled to start about May of 
1970. 


That the City of Sierra 
Madre will have a new 
shopping center, looks very 
favorable at this time, there 
being only two drawbacks, 
if one of them be a draw¬ 
back. 

The drawback that is un¬ 
known at this time is the 
‘‘time element.” If the de¬ 
velopers have the time with 
their escrows to wait for the 
second drawback, then very 
little concern is had on the 
part of the developers to 
soon start the development. 

The Planning Commission- 
at its regular meeting of 
Thursday, June 19, in a vote 
of 6 to 1 granted the change 
in zoning from R-3 R-P to 
Commercial 1. At the same 
time they granted the Vari¬ 
ance for the parking with 
the condition that the devel¬ 
oper must come back before 
the Planning Commission 
with complete building 
plans, parking plans as 
well as landscaping plans. 
The Condition, in short stat¬ 
ed that the entire develop¬ 
ment will be under the 
watchful eye of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission and sub¬ 
ject to its approval. 

Because the Planning 
Commission is not a govern¬ 
ing body, but suggestive on¬ 
ly, the change in zoning 
and the variance in parking 
must now have the approval 
of the Sierra Madre City 
Council. This hearing has 
now been set for Tuesday, 
Ju.ly 8 at the hour of 7:30. 

Since the City Council 
have gone on record that 
their Parking restrictions 
are too strict, there is very 
little doubt that the devel¬ 
oper will run into any prob¬ 
lems with the Council. 
About 140 people attended 
the hearing.

The use of revolution and' 
demonstration for the pur¬ 
pose of gaining control of 
high schools and universi¬ 
ties is not a new tactic in 
this country. It is just that successfully 
Americans forget so easily. 

In 1909, Walter Lippman, 
one of the founding mem- 
Socialist Society (ISS), suc¬ 
cessfully petitioned the Har¬ 
vard Administration to in¬ 
troduce a course in social¬ 
ism in their curriculum. It 
was this same Walter Lipp¬ 
man who said the purpose 
of the ISS was ‘‘in, a general 
way ... to make . . . con¬ 
servative liberals and' liber¬ 
als radicals and radicals so¬ 
cialists.” 

In the middle thirties, the 
League for Industrial De¬ 
mocracy (LID), an out¬ 
growth. of the ISS, joined 
the Communist Youth 
through its college affiliate, 
the Students League for In¬ 
dustrial Democracy. In their 
Oxford pledge, they stated 
that the signers would' not 
serve in the war against 
German Socialism (Nazi- 
ism), and that they would 
seek abolition of the ROTC. 

Their battle cry was 
“schools, not battle ships.”

WHEN IT COMES TO ENTERTAINMENT 


Against the testimony of some medical experts and 
exponents of individual freedom that marijuana should 
be legalized has been raised the voice of an expert. He 
is Dave Valler, 24, facing 10 years in a Michigan prison 
for possession of narcotics. 

In an article in the Detroit News, Valler — now 
clearer headed after seven months of enforced abstinence 
from drugs — warned that legalization “would be like 
opening a Pandora’s box which could never be completely 
closed again. Social decay is what marijuana will lead to.” 

He insists, against some other claims, that the aver¬ 
age drug user inevitably progresses from smoking pot 
for kicks, through increasing stages of addiction to where 
he becomes a pusher to support his habit. It happened 
to him, and he knows of many others who have followed 
the same terrible path. He puts it this way: 

“I’ve found it a truth that the more men get, the 
more they want, except in one instance: Where man’s 
thirst to do noble deeds has been numbed by drugs.” 

This may not be definitive evidence against legaliza¬ 
tion of marijuana, but it is a voice of experienec, and 
should not be dismissed lightly.
